MINISTERIAL CHANGES. 

February ist, Rev. J. L. Hammond, as pastor of the church at Roca, re- 
signed, and on Apri! 1st, 1907, took charge of the church at Yutan. 

March 1st, Rev. N. A. Whitman resigned the charge at Pawnee, accepting 
a call within bounds of Central Illinois Synod. 

Rising-Surprise pastorate was vacated by Rev. M. L. Kunkelman, M. D., 
March toth, 1907, and taken up by Rev. Chas. R. Lowe on June 14th, 1907. 

St. Paul’s Church, at Auburn, was vacated by Rev. J. Philip Anshutz, 
February Ist, 1907, and taken up by Rev. M. L. Kunkelman, M. D., March 
17th, 1907. 

Grace Church, of Lincoln, Neb., was made vacant by the resignation of 
Rev. C. Rollin Sherck, and was occupied June 1st, by Rev. Charles H. B. 
Lewis. 

The Wolbach-Ericson pastorate was vacated by Rev. E. Bollman, July 
Ist, 1907. 

The church at Wilber was vacated by Rev. Charles H. B. Lewis, May 31st, 
1907. 

The church at McCool Junction was vacated by Rev. H. A. Wolfe, who on 
that date began work as pastor at Davenport. 


AD INTERIM LICENSE AND SUPPLIES. 


Mr. Louis F. Gunderman, graduate student of the Wittenberg Theological 
Seminary, having accepted a call to Sidney, Neb., was upon recommendation 
of the Examining Committee, granted ad interim license June Ist, to perform 
all ministerial acts. 

Mr. Herman L. Rohde, student of Western Theological Seminary, supplied 
the church at Stella during the summer months. For which purpose, on ad- 
vice of the Examining Board, a license was issued him May 18th. Good work 
is reported by him, increased attendance, new sidewalks, and other improve- 
ments have been made. The earnest hope is that at an early date a settled 
pastor may be had at Stella. 


INSTALLATION, 
_ At Benson, Neb., Rev. B. F. Kistler was formally installed on the 18th day 


of August. Rev. J. A. Lowe delivered the charge to the pastor in the morn- 


ing, and Rev. L. P. Ludden, D. D., to the people in the evening, after 
which installation was conducted in due form. 


VACANCIES. 


Last year our report expressed gratitude to God that so few vacancies ex- 
isted. This year we face one of the most formidable lists ever presented 
to Synod, and that in spite of persistent effort and large correspondence 
during the year to locate men suitable to those charges. It has been a cause 
of deep anxiety, an object of earnest prayer to the great Head of the Church, 
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and is one of the most important and difficult problems to come before this body 
for solution. It is the old cry for men—God give us men! strong, aggressive, 
loyal to Jesus Christ. They are the great need of these earnest days. 

Vacant, since March, 1906, Stella; since February ist, 1907, Roca; 
March Ist, Pawnee City; since March 25th, Grace Church, in the Tekamah 
charge; since April tst, McCool Junction; since May 31st, Wilber; since 
July Wolbach-Ericson, 

Notice has been sent the President that on November ist Ponca will be 
vacated by the Rev. M. D. Berg, who, after a successful ministry of several 
years, seeks rest and health in the far West. 

At Roca a $200.00 subscription has been raised for salary. The Advisory 
Board agrees that Walton and Roca should be formed into one pastorate, and 
if a suitable man can be found to serve them, an appropriation from our Synod- 
ical mission fund should be made toward his support. 

Steinauer.—On July 29th, Rev. H. L. Yarger, D. D., Field Secretary of 
the Board of Church Extension, sold our church property at Steinauer. He 
reported that there are no Lutheran members there. The Board donated 
$200.00 towards building the church, and the title was vested in the Board. 
The church was sold for $550.00. The organ, carpet and Bible are at our 
disposal. Unless otherwise directed by Synod, they will be sent to the mission 
at York, Neb. 


NEW BUILDINGS, IMPROVEMENTS, DEBTS PAID. 

The past year has been one of the greatest material prosperity in the history 
of our great country. Our churches have shared in it. From almost all the 
charges comes word of improvements or debts canceled, paint, paper, side- 
walks, parsonage, something worthy of mention. For brevity, we forego 
the pleasure of special mention in most cases, grateful to God for each good 
report. 

St. Mark’s, of Omaha, under the leadership of Rev. L. Groh, D. D., dedi- 
cated a new and beautiful house of worship, on the 7th day of April, 1907, 
at a cost of $13,000.00. This congregation, organized in 1886, received aid 
from the Board of Home Missions till 1900. 

In the erection of this new building they obtained, without interest, a loan 
of $2,250.00. The main audience-room seats two hundred and fifty, is finished 
in oak, walls and ceilings beautifully frescoed, electric lights throughout. 

Dr. Groh took charge in 1896 with a membership of fifty-four, attained self- 
support in the congregation in four years, and in the eleventh year of his serv- 
ice dedicated this new house of worship. Synod joins him and them in joyful 
gratitude to Almighty God for His rich blessing. 

Hardy, Neb.—This church, with the pastor, Rev. Roy M. Badger, rejoices 
in great material progress during the past Synodical year. The old church, 
built during tf ministry of Rev. J. A. Lowe, who organized the congregation 
in 1881, was supplanted by a new and beautiful brick-veneered building, 
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thirty-eight by seventy-eight, divided into audience and Sunday school rooms. 
It is adorned with art glass windows and a tower of fifty-two feet. 

The cost, $8,000.00, provided for before dedication Sunday, January 20th, 
1907, is a testimony to the prosperity and liberality of the people, to the ener- 
getic labor and wise management of the pastor and his noble wife. The 
earliest minister in the bounds of this pastorate was Rev. George Walker, 
who lived and organized a congregation near White Rock, Kan. The very 
small beginnings are in great contrast with the present strength. May the 
grace of God continue the steady growth of the church at Hardy! 

For report of new churches at Sutherland and Paxton, see report of Advisory 
Board of Home Missions. 

Rev. J. F. Seibert, of North Platte, writes of their new parsonage: ‘‘ We 
have erected a nine-room house with all modern conveniences, as electric light, 
bath, etc., at a cost of $3,150.00, paying annually through a series of years, 
without great burden upon our people. The old parsonage, at a cost of about 
$400.00, has been removed and converted into a parish house, for primary 
Sunday school, week meetings, social gatherings, etc. There are also other 
than material evidences of growth at North Platte.’’ 

Our young brother, Gustav Klatt, of Stamford, writes that they have not 
much to report, only about $300.00 repairs on the church, and the construction 
of a parsonage at a cost of about $1,100.00. It is hard to guess what he imagines 
will be the important occurrence at Stamford. 

In the discharge of my duties for Synod I have traveled two hundred and 
fifty-six miles, communicated by telephone four times, and by mail three hun- 
dred and sixty-six times. 

The important trust committed to me is now returned to you. I have con- 
tinually grown more conscious that it is very important, particularly in the 
responsibility of advising pastors and vacant churches, and bringing suitable 
ones together. 

Conscious that the work has been but poorly done, and thanking you for 
your patience and co-operation, I submit the report to your hands.

From the Treasurer's Exhibit for the year, it will be noted that $4,374.11 
has been received for all objects, that 24 churches equaled or exceeded their 
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apportionment, and that 22 churches fell short, 3 of which having paid 
nothing. 

Deducting $407.71 which was received from the Treasurer of the Traveling 
Secretary Committee, and $54.10 for external objects, only 78.76 per cent. 
of the whole apportionment has been raised, there being a deficit of $1,054.58. 
This shows a decided falling off over the previous two or three years, which is 
very much to be regretted. 

’ Your Treasurer would respectfully submit the following recommendations 
for the consideration of Synod : 

In view of the ten-year service clause in the notes given by our beneficiaries 
for the aid received from Synod, be it 

1. Resolved, That the notes be canceled and returned by the Treasurer of 
Synod to as many of our beneficiaries as have been in the active ministry for 
ten years or more, including those who, because of il! health, have been phy- 
sically unable to carry out their part of the contract. 

2. Resolved, That in case a Synodical Secretary is not secured at once, 
Synod instruct the President to either visit, or appoint some one to visit, all 
vacant churches quarterly to administer the Lord’s Supper and endeavor to 
secure the full apportionment from each church, the expense for such work to 
be paid from the Synodical Mission Fund. 

3. Resolved, That Synod recommend all pastors and Sunday school superin- 
tendents to observe, as far as possible, the special days of the various Boards, 
and remit early to the Synodical Treasurer the total amounts so contributed to 


these special objects, not confining the amount to the mere apportionment.

Report of Trustees of Midland College. 

if The annual meeting of the Trustees of Midland College was held June 5th, 

1907. The attendance was unusually large, more than two-thirds of the 

. members being in session. Because of just having returned from the East, 

| one of our Trustees, Rev. J. E. Hummon, could not be present. The expenses 


\u for the college year reached almost $14,000,00, an increase of $3,000.00 

|| over the preceding year, yet the income was practically sufficient to meet all 

expenditures. The college now has an endowment of over $37,000.00. 

Mr. Albert Sprick, an alumnus of the college, was elected a member of the 

Board, to succeed his father, the late Hon. Henry Sprick. Mr. Le Roy H. 

Kelsey, another alumnus, was elected Secretary of the Board. Several changes 

ay in the teaching force of the academic and musical departments of the institution 

took place, the most notable addition being the arranging of the course of elo- 

- cution as a regular department of the college, and giving regular instruction to 

all the classes without extra charge, as in previous years. One hundred dollars 

was voted for equipment for each of the library, mathematical and biological 

departments, and by a rearrangement of several rooms excellent facilities for 

biological work have been secured. The college opened last week for the 

current semester under favorable auspices, the enrollment in the college and 

} academic departments equaling the enrollment for the entire past year. The . 

‘ freshman class numbers eighteen, and is one of the largest and best entering 

| classes in the history of the institution. Unless there is disappointment in 

1 those yet expected, every room in both Atchison and Oak Halls will be occu- 

pied before the session is far advanced. Your Trustees are of the opinion that 

the number of students could be still more largely increased if a more vigorous 

canvass on the part of the entire faculty of the college were secured during a 

. part of the summer vacation. We believe the Board of Trustees ought to 

b, require at least a month of the vacation period for this purpose from every mem- 

| ber. The Kansas Synod presented a memorial asking that the Synodical 

| representation of the Board of Trustees be doubled, and that the number to be 

t : elected by the Board be correspondingly decreased. A committee has been 

ah appointed to consider the matter and report a year hence. It would be well 

for this Synod to give expression on the matter, that your Trustees can voice 

your sentiments. The college and those in charge are worthy of our continued 
hearty co-operation and best efforts.

The report of the Advisory Board of Home Missions was read. 


Report of Advisory Board of Home Missions. 


Omaha, Grace, Rev. M. L. Melick, missionary, was supplied by Rev. G. 
W. Fraser during the pastor’s visit home and attendance at the General 
Synod. For sixteen years Brother Melick had not visited his loved ones. Home 
missionaries are sometimes kept at their posts continuously for a longer period 
than is required of foreign missionaries. Twenty-seven additions have been 
made to the membership of Grace Mission ; attendance in al! departments en- 
couraging ; benevolence increased ; appropriations from the Board cut down 
$50.00 ; pastor’s salary raised $50.00, and $82.00 repairs made on janitor’s 
cottage. The steady growth of Grace Mission is evidenced by annual increase 
every way, in which the whole Synod rejoices. 

Sidney, Rev. Louis F. Gunderman took charge of this mission June Ist, 
after a vacancy of three months. He reports $175.00 on parsonage, church 
and insurance ; alsoa reduction of $10.00 on Board’s appropriation. New 
members have been added, and the work looks forward with great confidence. 

Homer and South Sioux City, Rev. Elmer H. Combs, missionary. At 
Homer the attendance at service has not increased over last year. Dr. L. 
Groh conducted five days’ very instructive gospel service. Subscription to 
cancel parsonage debt of about $300.00 has been nearly completed. The 
ladies have raised $90.00 for purchase of pews. At South Sioux City the 
people feel more kindly than they did hitherto toward churches. Members 
are growing in benevolence. An interesting and helpful children’s choir has 
been organized. The work of the pastorate is maintaining its excellent con- 
dition. 

Wayne, Rev. C. J. Ringer, pastor, sends its usual good news. The last 
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payment on the parsonage debt has been paid, the house repainted and other- 
wise put in good repair. Appropriation from the Board reduced $25.00, and 
all conditions are favorable to continued progress. 

Wilber, ander the efficient labors of Rev. Charles H. B. Lewis, was in a 
prospering coadition up till the 31st of May, when it became vacant by the 
pastor’s resignation. During the year the pastor, assisted by the young peo- 
ple, made a basement to the church, and fitted up a room for the pastor’s 
study. The slow growth of this mission, the long years of struggle, the 
financial burden, and the losses by removal tend greatly to discourage the 
members. It is of prime importance that an efficient missionary be secured 
for them at an early day. 

Wolbach.—This mission, founded and served by Rev. E. Bollman, has 
been vacant since the 30th of June. Through the vigorous’ financiering of the 
missionary, they have a house of worship worth about $3,000.00, with but 
little, if any, debt. There is a strong Lutheran population at Wolbach. The 
young people carry on a vigorous Sunday school, and, with an efficient leader, 
will continue to grow in strength and usefulness. 

York.—This mission, served by Rev. Robert A. White, worships in a-rented 
church. It is expected that the property will this winter be thrown on the 
market for sale, an event for which the mission is patiently waiting, in the 
hope of buying it. Until they secure a house of worship, it is scarcely to be 
expected that they will rapidly gain strength. Conditions are much the 
same as reported one year ago. Brother White and his loyal wife are 
faithful in their labor, waiting for the great step to be taken of securing 
their own church home. They were commended by the Advisory Board of 
Home Missions to the most favorable consideration of the Board of Church 
Extension. 

Sutherland and Paxton, Rev. L. J. Powell, pastor, reports a good year of 
steady growth at both places, in confidence, benevolence and finances. The 
great work has been the building of new churches. The dedication at Suth- 
erland took place August 18th. The building cost $2,150.00, furnished at a 
cost of $340.00, paid for except the lots, which are provided for at present. 
At Paxton, after five years renting, the congregation began to build their own 
house of worship, over $1,500.00 having been subscribed. The church, al- 
ready under roof, will cost about $2,500.00, on lots obtained at the very low 
price of $75.00. In this mission over $3,500.00 has been subscribed and 
paid, besides the current expenses. Pastor and people labor and rejoice and 
hope together. 

South Omaha, Rev. R. W. Livers, missionary, shows a strong growth the 
past year, doubling in number of members and in efficient strength. The ses- 
sion of Conference held in this mission was helpful to it. Finance and benev- 
olence have been put on a systematic basis. The young members are prov- 
ing excellent workers. The purchase of a lot for the church building will 
probably cost from $1,500.00 to $1,800.00. It is desirable to be sure the 
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right location is found before such an important step is taken. Synod rejoices 
with Brother Livers in the steady growth of the work in South Omaha. 
Benson,—This mission, committed last year by Synod to the care of Rev. 
G. W. Livers, was assisted by him faithfully without pay until June, when 
Rev. B. F. Kistler, commissioned by the Board of Home Missions, took 
charge as the first pastor. Brother Kistler completed the organization on the 
18th day of June with fifty-two charter members. The lots secured last year, 
through the labors of Brother John Sorensen, are well located, and will proba- 
bly be used as a site for the church. This new-born babe is lusty and hopeful 
on account of the population of Lutheran training and the rapid growth of the 
city. Rev. Kistler is in tune with the progressive town, and all conditions 
are favorable to attaining self-support at an age unusually early for a Western 


mission. 


Oshkosh and Lewellen, Rev. W. C. Heidenreich, pastor, is progressing 
slowly, as beginnings in such places must. Ten new members have been re- 
ceived at Lewellen and six at Oshkosh. Arrangements have been made to 


build a new church this fall. 


Subscription has been secured to the amount of 


$800.00, to build at a cost of about $2,000.00. Brother Heidenreich has the 
admiration and sympathy of all that have had experience in the beginnings of 


church life. 


Paunee City.—This mission has been vacant since the Ist of March, the 
date of Rev. N. A. Whitman's resignation. So long a vacancy, added to 
other discouragements, brings us face to face with the burning need of men 
for early and efficient supply of such places. 

The missions are now receiving: Grace, Omaha, $350.00; Sidney, 
$110.00; Wilber, $100.00; Wolbach, $250.00; [flomer and South Sioux 
City, $160.00 ; Wayne, $150.00; York, $400.00; Sutherland and Paxton, 
$200.00; South Omaha, $400.00; Benson, $400.00; Pawnee, $200.00 ; 
Oshkosh and Lewellen, $200.00.

Report of Committee on Ministerial Education. 


Your committee, in whose hands you have entrusted the work of Ministerial 
Education, entered upon the year with three young men, in behalf of whom 
appropriations were made at last session of Synod, viz., Frederick White, of 
the junior class in Midland College ; Martin Mortensen, of the academic de- 
partment of the same, and John Sorensen, partially in the collegiate depart- 
ment of Midland College, and partially in the Western Theological Seminary. 
About the middle of the scholastic year Floyd Blessing, a member of the 
freshman class at Midland College, having come well recommended, and hav- 
ing satisfactorily answered the questions as presented upon our question 
blank, was admitted by your committee, and an appropriation made in his be- 
half for the remainder of the year of $65.00. 

All of these young men have received the amounts in full promised them, 
viz., Frederick White, $125.00; Martin Mortensen, $100.00 ; John Sorensen, 
$125.00, and Floyd Blessing, for balance of the year, $65.00. 

Reports of these young men, as furnished by their instructors, indicate 
faithfulness in their work in general, while letters received from them from 
time to time betoken a determination upon their part to press forward unti! 
they have entered the holy ministry. Charles B. Whitman, who was also ad- 
mitted upon the funds by Synod, was compelled by sickness to leave Midland 
College soon after he had entered upon the work, and before he had received 
any of the appropriation made in his behalf. We do not know where he is 
at present, what his condition of health is, nor what his purposes now are as 
regards preparing himself for the ministry. 

, Frederick White has renewed his application, and asks permission to enter 
the theological department at the opening of next term. We recommend that 
an appropriation of $125.00 be made in his behalf, and submit his request 
relative to taking up the study of theology prior to the completion of his col- 
lege course to this body for decision. 

Floyd Blessing has been admitted to the sophomore class. He has renewed 
his application for the ensuing year. We would recommend an appropriation 
of $125.00 in his behalf. 

Martin Mortensen, who has been admitted to the senior preparatory class, 
having renewed his application, we would recommend for him an appropria- 
tion of $100.00, as heretofore. 

John Sorensen has renewed his application, in behalf of whom we would 
recommend an appropriation of $100.00. 
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Your committee has had some correspondence with John Hershey, who re-~ 


ceived aid from this Synod during the scholastic year of 1905 and 1906, but 
did not return to school last year. Ina letter of recent date he indicates a 
purpose to return to Midland College, but expresses himself as undecided with 
reference to preparing himself for the ministry, While he asks no further aid, 
he does not mention the money already received from this Synod. Your com- 
mittee, therefore, asks instructions in this case: Shall we proceed to collect 
the money paid this brother ? 

John Poot received $125.00 for the scholastic year of 1905 and 1906, but 
did not return to college last year. In correspondence with this brother, dur- 
ing the early part of the synodical year, we were informed by him that it is 
his desire to continue preparation for the ministry, but expressed inability on 
account of a lack of means. We have more recently written this brother, in 
order to ascertain what he is doing and what his future purposes are, but have 
received no reply. We leave this matter here for instructions by Synod, 
What shal! we do in this case ? 

Your committee feels that some means should be devised whereby this work 
will be more fully protected. Our failures and financial losses are largely due 
to our practice of admitting young men upon our funds before they have 
formed habits of study, or even know what such acourse of preparation means 
as is necessary to qualify one for the gospel ministry, and before they have 
given sufficient proof of a determination to enter the sacred office. 

We have nothing formal to offer in this connection, in view of the fact that 
what we have previously presented covering this point has not been accept- 
able to this body. We trust that some means will be devised during this ses- 
sion of Synod whereby the protection which this important work deserves will 
be thrown around it.

Report of Trustees of Nachusa Orphanage. 
FATHERS AND BRETHREN : 
Your Trustees submit the following report touching the third full year’s work 
at Nachusa. The year has noted many changes in and around the Home, with 
a great advance in the material prosperity. The property and grounds are in 
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good condition. The work is being more and more thoroughly systemized. 
During the year the Board has secured a superintendent in the person of the 
Rev. C. E. Wirick. This has greatly relieved the Board of many duties, and 
put the work in much better shape in all departments. 

At the annual meeting, held August 6th, 1907, the reports were most en- 
couraging. The treasurer shows all bills paid and a nice balance on 
hand. Arrangements were perfected looking to the enlarging of the build- 
ings. We do need more room for children. We do need more farm land. 
This year we are renting a number of acres, putting out crops that are paying, 
and thus helping to put the institution more and more on a self supporting 
basis. 

We need household supplies. Write to the superintendent. Tell him 
what you can give, or how you can help in caring for these little ones for the 
winter 


We need another matron, our matron having resigned. 

We need larger gifts of money. The Board has been greatly encouraged 
this past year by the reports of wills that have been made or probated with 
provisions for the Orphanage. 

Brethren, we do need your prayers. 

The term of the Rev. M. F. Troxell, D. D., expires this year. Another 
Trustee should be elected to keep our number full. 

We are in a peculiar condition at this time. Last year the Synod elected the 
Rev. L. L. Lipe to succeed the undersigned, but I was President of the 
Board at the time, and the Constitution requires that I continue in office unti! 
my successor qualifies. The Constitution requires that members of the Board 
remain in office until their successors appear at a meeting of the Board and 
qualify. At the annual meeting Brother Lipe did not appear, and at the time 
of the election of officers only a quorum was present by using the proxy, and 
the election was postponed until such time as a full quorum could gather. 
Hence, while nominally not a member of the Board, I am stil! in office as the 
President of the Board. The Board adopted a resolution expressive of their 
wishes. The said resolution is now in the hands of the Committee on Cor- 
respondence. 

We recommend that Synod elect a Trustee to fill the vacancy caused by the 
expiration of the term of Rev. Dr. Troxell. 

We recommend that the resolution of the Nachusa Board be read to Synod.

The report on Foreign Missions was very encouraging. Five new mission 
aries went to Africa and one to India. During the biennium 6,986 wer — 
added to the church in India by Christian baptism. 


Moreover, a deepening devotion to the work at home is evident from the” _ 


largely increased offerings of the Church and the awakening interest of the 
young people in foreign missions. Forty-two new churches were formed in India, 
reaching 36 more villages than before. There was a net gain of 1,468 com 
municants and of 5,599 baptized members, and an increase of 493 pupilsis 
our mission schools. 

For the support of this work in India the receipts of the biennium wer 
$40, 547.78, an increase of $8,274.66. The Board has no debts, but asks for 
prompt contributions to prevent a deficit. By resolutions of the Synod, al 
pastors are earnestly requested to devote the Sunday preceding Foreign Mis 
sion Day to the consideration of the opportunity and obligation for the world’s 
evangelization, and to bring the needs and claims of the work to the attentios — 
of their people. 

As to the Home for the Aged, the Synod passed the resolution that all 
pastors and laymen of the General Synod raise at least the apportionment, 
and keep the benefits of the Home fresh in the minds of the people ; make 
generous contributions and liberal bequests, that in time a large and comfort: 
able Home may become self-sustaining. x 

The report of the Board of Home Missions was very gratifying, the best a 
record. It showed that during the biennium 27 missions became self. sustain _ iH 
ing, 36 new missions were received, 36 new mission churches built or bought, 
and 8,171 members received into our Home Mission churches ; and this work 
cheerfully supported by our people. 

The Board of Church Extension presented & report that was far ahead o | 
any previously presented, showing greatly increased receipts and appropria: 
tions to carry on this work throughout the territory of the General Synod. — 


Sixty churches returned loans and 20 Synods exceeded their apportionment 
during the biennium. 3 
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_ The Board of Education. There are marked evidences of divine blessing 
accompanying the work of this Board, as it presented the most encouraging 
feport it ever submitted to the General Synod. The Synod authorized the 
Board to grant an annual appropriation to Pennsylvania College, Wittenberg 
College, Susquehanna University, and Watts Memorial College, as soon as in 


Wits judgment it is advisable to do so, and that for this purpose its apportionment 


for the coming biennium be increased from twelve to twenty cents. 

Synod hailed with joy the Laymen’s Movement, which seeks to aid our 
pastors in developing the benevolent spirit, and to interest men more deeply 
in our missionary and benevolent work. 

_ The report of the Tabitha Home was presented by Rev. B. R. Lantz, of 
St. Joseph, Mo., on behalf of the Board, asking the recognition by General 
Synod. The value of the property is estimated at from $40,000.00 to 
$50,000.00; the indebtedness at $13,500.00. Legacies, considered good, 
‘are estimated at $6,000.00. The General Synod heartily extended the recog- 
nition asked for, and laid an apportionment of two cents per member for its 
maintenance.

Report of Committee on Traveling Secretary. 


The Committee on Traveling Secretary for the year 1906-07 has made 
some efforts to become more than a nominal body. On Monday following the 
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adjournment of Synod, the committee met in Omaha and organized with the 
following officers: President, Rev. M. H. Melick; Secretary, Rev. J. E. 
Hummon ; Agent for the Property held for the Home of the Traveling Secre- 
tary, Mr. M. W. Swain. 

According to the resolution of Synod in convention at Omaha, the commit. 
tee extended a call to Rev. John F. Seibert, of North Platte, the position of 
Traveling Secretary, which call, for good and sufficient reasons, was declined 
by Brother Seibert, and no other man seeming available to the committee, the 
matter was dropped, and the year has passed with no missionary in the field. 

The Secretary of the committee was instructed to correspond with indi- 
viduals and churches of the Nebraska Synod, asking for funds to carry on this 
work. This was done with the result of securing subscriptions to the amount 
of about $500.00. 

In full faith that the brother to whom the call to become Traveling Secre- 
tary was extended would accept, the Agent of the property was instructed to 
have the house vacated. This was accomplished on January Ist. As a result, 
the house remained vacant until March 1st, when Mr. Swain himself took pos- 
session, and is occupying the house at the present time. Mr. Swain was also 
instructed to make needed repairs to the house, which, according to his report, 
has been done. 

While the committee recognizes the importance of this work and the need 
of the field for a Traveling Missionary to prosecute the work as outlined in the 
resolutions of Synod of last year, we at the same time believe, with conditions 
prevailing to-day—the increased cost of living, the want of men to occupy fields 
already established, and the failure to raise a sufficient amount to properly 
maintain the work—that the time is inopportune for such procedure. 

We, therefore, recommend that the calling of a Traveling Missionary into 
the field be dropped for the present, and that the funds received from the 
rental of the propery be used under the direction of the committee for mission 
work in Omaha.

Your Committee on South Platte Conference has examined the minutes of 
the Conference held at Benedict, April 23d to 25th. 

We find the Conference was regularly held, that the attendance was reason- 
ably good, and that an excellent program was carried through, which proved 
of help and inspiration to those attending. 

The following two items of worth appearing on these minutes demand at- 
tention before this body : 

In consideration of a movement to organize a Nebraska branch of the 
American Bible League, a resolution that we co operate with this movement 
and give it our hearty support. 

Wuereas, Legislation has been proposed whereby all associations and 
corporations that have the care and placing of delinquent and dependent chil- 
dren under the control of the State through the State Board of Charities ; and, 

Wueras, Such legislation, if successful, would effect materially the work- 
ing of the orphanages of the State, those under the care of the various 
churches, as well as those more strictly private, and probably be a menace to 
such institutions ; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we are unalterably opposed to such legislation ; that we be- 
lieve those at the head of such institutions are fully competent to manage 
them without any dictation or interference from said Board of Charities ; and 
be it 

Resolved, That we ask the Synod and the German Nebraska Synod to pass 
this or similar action.

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Report of Committee on Letters and Papers. 

Your committee has carefully examined all the letters and papers placed in 
its possession, and finds that the following matters demand the attention of 
Synod : 

First. A letter was received from the First Lutheran Church, Benson, Neb., 
Rev. B. F. Kistler, pastor, requesting admission into the Nebraska Synod. 
The congregation having complied with all the conditions, we recommend that 
it be received into Synod. 

Second. A communication was received from Albert H. Studebaker, D. D., 
concerning the new contemplated magazine, Lutheran Church Work, urging 
the interest and support of this Synod. We recommend that the pastors and 
lay delegates of this Synod urge upon their congregations their loyal support 
and hearty co-operation in making the proposed new magazine a complete 
success. 

Third. With respect to a communication received from Dr. F. G. Gotwald, 
Secretary of the Board of Education, in which he makes certain requests in 
connection with his work. First, he calls attention to a resolution of the 
General Synod, recommending to the District Synods the support of students 
in Breklum, Germany ; such students, after the completion of the Breklum 
course, to be assigned to the seminary selected by the supporting Synod. We 
recommend that in case there is any lack of applications of American candi- 
dates for the ministry that the Synod appropriate a portion of its beneficiary 
money for this preparatory work at Breklum. The Secretary of the Board of 
Education requests a list of every congregation in our Synod where German 
services are held that he may correspond with them directly with respect to the 
Breklum work. He also requests to be notified of any changes in our Clerical 
Roll that may have been made in the past year. 

We recommend that the Secretary be requested to comply with these 
requests.

Report of Committee on Vacancies. 

We find the following congregations in the bounds of our Synod are vacant : 
Grace, Burt County ; McCook Junction, Wilber, Stella, Roca, Wolbach, and 
Pawnee City. 

As we have learned from experience, these congregations without the 
regular services and preachinng of the word, will rapidly decline, bringing to 
the Church great loss ; therefore, we recommend that the President of Synod 
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be requested to arrange with these various congregations, and with the breth- 
ren of Synod, for regular monthly supplies; that the brethren of Synod be 
earnestly urged to supply these vacancies occasionally, so that our vacancies 
may be served once g month at least, and the communion administered once 
per quarter, and the apportionment be raised, as far as possible. 

We recommend further, that the congregations be requested to pay supplies 
in the same proportion as they have been accustomed to pay regular pastors. 

We learn that there is a desire on the part of Grace Church, Burt County, 
to be separated from Tekamah. We recommend that the matter be adjusted 
by the President of Synod.

People’s Societies was read and adopted. 
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Report of Committee on Sunday Schools and Young People’s Societies. 

Your committee held one meeting during the year at Lincoln, at which 
Rev. C. H. B. Lewis was made Secretary, and plans were laid for the work 
of the committee. These plans, however, it has been impossible to carry out, 
owing to lack of available funds. 

The committee takes pleasure in reporting excellent progress in the work of 
our Sunday schools during the year. While the number of schools has 
remained the same as previously, viz., 42, the number of officers and teachers 
has increased by 13, and the number of scholars, 379. The gifts for local 
objects have increased $7 3.12, and the gifts for benevolence, $42.03. 

We wish it were possible to present a similar report from our Young Peo- 
ple’s Societies. We are obliged, however, to record a loss in membership in 
these societies, amounting to 148, a decrease in offerings for local objects 
amounting to $166.49, and a decrease in offerings for benevolence amounting 
to $2.05. 

How much of the advance in our Sunday school work has been due to the work 
of your committee it would be difficult to say, but it is fair to assume that it is 
traceable in no smal! measure to the work of your committee at the last meet- 
ing of Synod and daring the year. It is evident also that greater attention 
should be given bythe various pastors to the Young People’s Societies. 

Your committee has stood ready to aid in every way within its power 
to assist in the work of our Sunday schools and Young People’s Societies, and 
to this end respectfully calls the attention of the members of Synod to the dis- 
play of publications found helpful in these lines of work which they have 
installed in the vestry of the church. We rejoice in the success of the publi- 
cations of our own Church and in the steps taken towards their further 
improvement. 

Our motto should be, ‘‘ Lutheran literature for Lutheran schools and 
societies,’’ and our aim to make and keep these equal to the best in use in al! 
our churches. 

We would suggest that every pastor keep clearly in mind the aim expressed 
by the committee last year—every baptized member of the Lutheran Church in 
some department of the Sanday school.

President’s Report. 
To THe Woman’s HOME AND MISSIONARY SOCIETY OF THE STATE 
OF NEBRASKA. 

GreetTinc: Dear friends and colaborers of this special department of 
church work, God in His great mercy has seen fit to spare our lives the past 
year, and permit us again to meet in convention, where we may offer unto 
Him the sacrifice of praise and thanksgiving. We rejoice that the gospel of 
truth is preached in all lands; that He has so graciously smiled upon the 
work of the women of our beloved Lutheran Church. 

This fact, if none other, should cause us to double our diligence in the great 
cause of missionary work at home and abroad. 

Too much praise cannot be given our leaders of the General Society for their 
faithfulness, zeal, and constancy with which they led this great army for the 
conversion of the world.

Report of Literature Committee. 


The work of another Synodical year has closed, and your Committee on 
Literature presents again a review of the year’s work. 

The regular routine of work month by month has been attended to, and 
we trust that good has come therefrom as the printed pages have thus gone 
forth on their mission in the different societies. Some of the societies have not 
been quite as prompt in remitting as in former years. This isa work that 
should receive careful attention in order that this department of work may 
remain self-supporting. During this year the General Literature Committee 
made an earnest effort for a missionary exhibit for the General Convention. 
Your committee responded promptly to the appeal thus sent out, and after 
much correspondence and considerable delay, we were able to gather only the 
photographs of all the Synodical Presidents except the first and the present in- 
cumbent. A map of the State was prepared, showing the location of every 
congregation, and special designation of the congregations having organized 
Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Societies. Pictures were also asked 
showing missionary churches, but the committee were able only to secure a 
picture of the old Lutheran church at Ponca, where our society was organized 
in 1880. While not as large an exhibit as we ought to have had, yet it was 
the best the committee could do in the time allotted us. The map and the pict- 
ures have been returned to us, and your committee has brought them to this con- 
vention. We recommend that they be turned over to the Historian, and that 
the work of collecting of the photographs be continued from year to year. 

Once more we urge upon all our societies the following of the United Course 
of Studies, as outlined month by month, and generous use of the tracts and 
literature sent out by our General Literature Committee. 

We had planned for a well-equipped literature table, but, through illness in 
the home of those in charge of this work at Baltimore, we have not been able 
to secure the supply.
